“The Union Pacific and Oregon Short 
Line have, at each annual meeting of 
the stockholders of the Southern Pa- 
cifie since 1902, voted a majority of 
the stock represented at such meetings 


other officers. For several years, the 
Union Pacific and Southern Pacific 
have had a majority of common direc- 
tors, the same president, vice-presi- 
dent, director of traffic, director of 
maintenance and operation, secretary, 
treasurer, comptroller, auditor, legal 
department and other chief officials. 
Whereas, formerly the two companies 
had separate commercial agents in the 
principal cities throughout the United 
States soliciting traffic over their re- 
spective lines, they now have common 
agents and solicitors who represent the 
Union Pacific and Southern Pacific 
systems. While the Union Pacific, 
through the Short Line, doeg not own 
a majority of the stock of the Sott'thern 
Pacific, yet it appears by the testi- 
mony that its control over it, is for all 
practical purposes, as absolute as 
though it owned every share: and it 
was admitted by Mr. Harriman that 


the Union Pacific controls the South-’ 


ern Pacific. 

“Before the acquisition of its stock 
by the Union Pacific, the Southern Pa- 
cific Company, with its lines of rail 
and steamships, was engaged fn tom- 
petition with the Union Pacific for.

“Prior to the enactment of the In- 
terstate Commerce law, the Union Pa- 
cific and Southern Pacific belonged to 
what was known as the trancontinen- | 
tal pool, in which each was regarded 
as a competitor of the other and was 
accordingly awarded an allotted per- 
centage of transcontinental business; 
and there is on file with this commis- 
gion a contract made in March, 1893, 
known as the agreement of the trans- 
continental freight rate committee, to 
whicn contract both the Union Pacific 
and Southern Pacific were parties and 
under which all of the traffic west of 
the Missouri Kiver and passing through 
the gateways of St. Paul, Minneapolis, 
Stoux City, Omaha, Kansas City and 
Sabine Pass, to and from California 
and , was treated as competi- 
tive transcontinental business. 

ORIENTAL TRAFFIC. | 

“The Union Pacific had access, over 
the Oregon Short Line and Oregon 
Railroad and Navigation Company's 
line. to Portland, and thence it could 
enter into competition with the South- 
ern Pacific steamship lines for Alas- 
ka, Oriental and South Sea business.

tain the freedom of this line. | 
“In no other portion 6f the country 
is the Federal government expending 
such large sums for purposes of de- 
velopment as in this great western re- 
gion tributary to the Union Pacific, 
the Southern Pacific; arid in no other 
part of the United Statés is the com- 
merce of the country dependent on so 
few railroads covering so vast a ter- 
ritory controlled by so few men; ai 
in no part of the United States could 
such control have such far-reaching 
effect. The body of transcontinental 
and foreign commerce through these 
parts has grown to enormous propor- 
tions and its encouragement and devéel- 
opment is of vital interest:to the Amer- 
ican people. i : 
“It is asserted by the Bains Pacific 
that the priricipal reason for acquiring 
the Southern Pacific was to obtain the 
Central Pacific connection from Ogden 
to San Francisco. It is undoubtedly 
true that this is a desirable connection 
for that company; but whether Ag 
chased or not the Central Pacific is 
required to form a thorough line af 
transportation with the Union Pacific 
and not to discriminate against it ih 
the receipt and transportation of 
freight and through traffic. The pub- 
lic is entitled to all the advantages ol 
this line as a competitive line of trans+ 
portation with transcontinental rail+ 


ways. | 
“The various lines which compose the 
Southern Pacific from New Orleans t-> 
San Francisco were also bullt under 
of the Federal government 
the donation of many millions of 
acres of government land and formed 
an independent and separate route. 
While Congress did not prohibit in ex- 
press terms the union of these great 
Federal railroad systems, {it is hardly

report continues: 

“The Union Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany has not confined its ‘corporate 
energies and powers to the aecquisttion 
and management of lines of trans- 
portation, but has jssueq a great vol- 
ume of stock and se€urities with which 
it has purchased stocks of other rail- 
ways. The Union Pacific and fits con- 
necting and subordinate line, the Ore- 
gon Short Line, have assumed obliga- 
tions which are now outstanding 
amounting to approximately 
000. all of which has been used in the 
purchase of stock in other rajlroads, 
Southern Pacific, Northern: cifia, 
Great Northern, Santa Fé, etc. 

“The control .000,000 or $40,000,- 
000 of the stoek of the Santa Fé by 
the -Union Paoffic,” the report says, 
“It is safe to assume, has fot been 
without effect on the relations of 
these two companies. The close affilia- 
tion of the Southern Pacific and Santa 
Fé systems has been further shown 
by the recent incorporation. of the 
Northern Pacific Company, in which it 
is the owner of one-half capital stock. 

“Prior to the organization of this 
corporation, the Santa Fé and the 
Southern Pacific companies owned cer- 
tain distinct and separate lines of rail- 
road north of San Francisco Bay, those 
owned by the Santa Fé running south- 
erly from Humboldt Bay and those 
owned by the Southern Pacific run- 
ning northerly from San Ftancisco 
Bay. Both lines were activély en- 
gaged in construction work, each push- 
ing into the territory of the other: the 
Southern Pacific lines reaching out for 
the great timber district surrounding 
Humboldt Bay and the Santa F6 lines 
etxending southerly so as to make con- 
nection with the main line uppn the 
Bay of San Francisco. Upon the in- 
corporation of the Northwestern Pa- 
cific Company all of the lines owned 
by the Southern Pacific and Sahta Fé 
were transferred to this new corpora- 
tion and a contract by which the lnes 
now. in existence and the connéctions 
between the same to be construéted by 
the Northwestern Pacific shall be 
owned by this new company, afd the 
board of directors of the Northwestern 
Pacific Is to be divided between the 
Southern Pacific and the Santa Fé— 
an arrapgement similar to that ‘made 
between the Santa F¥€ and the: Rock 
Island as to the control of the CRicago 
and Alton and a history in all éssen- 
tials parallel with that of the San 
Pedro. 

THE ALTON DEAL. . 
“The Illinois Central cannot tr re- 


garded as a competing line with the 


Union Pacific, but it is a competing 


line with the Chieago and Alton, which 


is jointly controlled, through stock 
ownership, by the Union Pacific. and 
the Rock Island, and is manifestly a 
competing line with the Rock Island. 
Since June 36 of iast year the Union 
Pacific has purchased 29.59 per cerit. of 
the capital stock of the Illinois Cen- 
tral, or 281,231 shares out of a total of 
950,400 shares. 

“It develops during the inquiry that 
the Union Pacific Railroad Company 
in the year 1903 became the owner of 
103,431 shares of the preferred stock 
of the Chicago and Alton Railway 
Com . In abcut seven years prior 
to June 30, 1906, the outstanding capt- 
tal indebtedness of this company was

to $6,669,:5°, and as it appears they 
owned more thar 9s per cent. of the 
stock, they received nearly all of it. 
This dividend was not reported to the 
Interstate Corfeoerce Commission. 
There was no other money in the treas- 
ury outside of the proceeds of these 
bonds, with which to pay a dividend. 
NEW BOOK-KEEPING. 
“In order to find an excuse for Bot- 
rowing money to pay the dividend, 
Mr. Harriman, who was in contro] of 
the financial affairs of the road, caused 
$17,444,177 to be credited, im Decembef, 
1899, to ‘Construction expenditures un- 
capitalized.” As a matter of fact, all 
money which had been annually ap- 
propriated by the board of directors 
was charged against the income of the 
property, in addition to paying the div- 
idend, so that all the money so appro- 
priated had once been paid out of in- 
come and had during many years been 
charged off to operating expenses. 
“This manner of accounting would 
have the effect of covering up. the 
payment of the dividend out of the 
proceeds of the mortgage and the dis- 
count on the bonds, so that one read- 
ing the annual published report of the 
company would not see the true state 
of facts. The commission cannot say

Whitcomb of the Oppdsition Forces 
a Few Issues That Bring Forth 
Warm Words from the Pomona 
Representatives in Attendance. 
Hisses Make Things Lively. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

GLENDORA, July 13.~[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] ‘The County ‘Division Com- 
mittee held an enthusiastic and an ex- 
citing meeting tonight at Glendora. 
There being no hall latge enough to 
hold the people, the meéting was held 
in the open air. ‘ 

The meeting was all the more signi- 
ficant because George Di Whitcomb, a 
prominent rancher of this place, is the 
most conspicuous opponent of coun‘y 
division, and is credited with having 
injected considerable vehom into the 
anti-division literature. | 

Dr. G. A. Gates, president of Pomona 
College, was the first speaker, but, be- 
fore he could reach the platform Mr. 
Whitcomb injected himsélf into -the 
mecting. There were many calis for 
Gates, Whitcomb having’ few sympa- 
thizers in the crowd. Dr, Gates said: 

“Can we not get together like one fam- 
ily, without any animosity? This is 
not a qvestion altogether of dollars 
and cents; it is far broader than that. 
Suppose there were no county division 
south of the Tehachepi, and a proposi- 
tion was made to subdivide it into 
counties. If it is so economical to have 
a big county, why not have one county 
instead of those we now have? 

“It is absurd to say that we here 
in this end of the county cannot gov- 
ern ourselves without being tied up 
with the large municipal ‘mterests of 
Los Angeles. I believe it will be just 
as good for Los Angeles afd San Ber- 
nardino as it will be for ‘us to form 
this new county. It will good for 
themi, and it will be good for us. I also 
believe in the division of the State, 
or rather I believe in acknowledging 
the natural divisions which already ex- 
ist. We are not going to have a row 
on this question. We will tfy and solve 
it on a friendly basis.” — 

At the end of Dr. Gates’s speech Mr. 
Whitcomb began to criticize some of 
Dr. Gates’s utterances. He was 
hissed by his fellow towns people. The 
chairman repeatedly tried to stop him 
and told him that he could talk all he 
wanted to after their speakers were 
through. At this point Whitcomb read 
a document he had prepared asking the 
county division committee, to meet 
the anti-division committed, together 
with three men from each district af- 
fected, and discuss the. question of 
salaries, expenses, and kessments, 
and «both sides were to stop all pro- 
ceedings till they had _ thtashed all 
these questions out. Whitcomb, how-

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

“(1.) The function of a railroad cor- 
poration should be confined to the fur- 
nishing of transportation. Railroads 
should not be permitted to invest 
‘generally in the stocks, bonds and se- 
curties of other railway and of steam- 
ship companies, or of present connect- 
ing lines for the purpose of forming 
through rates of transportation, in- 
cluding branches and feeders. It is in 
the interest of the public to facilitate 
the consolidation of connecting lines. 

“The credit of a railroad company 
is founded wpon the resources and 
prosperity of the country through 
which it runs. Its surplus funds and 
eredit should be used for the better- 
ment of its lines and in extensions of 
branches to develop the country con- 
tiguous to it. 

“The testimony taken shows that 
about 150,000 square milse of territory 
in the State of Oregon, surrounded by 
the lines of the Oregon Short Line 
Railroad Company, the Oregon Rail- 
road and Navigation Company and 
the Southern Pacific Company, is not 
developed; while the funds of those 
companies which could be used for 
that purpose are being invested in 
stocks like the New York Central and 
other lines having only a rempte re- 
lation to the territory in which the 
Union Pacific system is located. 

“Railroad securities should be safe 
and conservative investments for the 


railroad should be reduced to a min- 
imum. Every one Knows that railroad 
securities fluctuate more or legs, ac- 
cording to the prosperity of the times, 
and also by reason of the wide specu- 
lation in those securities. It, there- 
fore, adds an element of hazard to a 
ralilroad’s capital and credit to have 
its funds invested in the stocks of 
other companies, thereby endangering 


{ts solvency and its ability to pay reg- 


ular dividends on fts own  ¢apital 
stock. It is a serious menace to the 
fiancial condition of the country 
have large railway systems fail to 
meet their obligations or go into the 
hands of receivers, and the object of 
legislation and administration should 
be to lessen the risks of railway in- 
vestments. 
“(2.) It is contrary to public policy, 
as well as unlaful, for railways to ac- 
quire control of parallel and competing 
lines. This policy ts expressed in the 
Federal laws und in the constitutions 
and laws of nearly every State in the 
Union. We have examined the consti- 
tutfons and laws of all States, and find 
in about forty of them prohibitions 
against consolidation of capital stock, 
or franchises of competing railways, or 
the purchase and atquisition by a frail- 
way of competing lines.

.the Owens River conduit construction, 
and that Auditor Mushet has been en- 
listed by the club to help find leaks 
and prevent irreguiarties in the 
tem of handling of this fund. | 
Mr. Mushet exhibited a demand on 
the City Treasury for $362, drawn on 
the health department fund, April 17; 
1906, in favor of the Off & Vaugh Drug 
Company. On this there was not a 
Single pen and ink signature. All the 
stamp signatures appeared to have 
been made at the same time from the 
Same ink pad. This he said is one of 
the Worst of the examples found in his 
Office; it ijlustrates how great irregu- 
larities and frauds are possible.

GET DESERTS. 


Woman Is Bullied by “Fale” 
| M ission’s Head. 


“Gen.” Moore, E-v-Convict, 
Says He'll Kill Her. 
Notorious Swindler Being 
Watched by Police. 


Alvin W. Moore, ex-convict and an 
unmitigated rascel, who has conducted 
a “fake” mission at No. 232% East 
Fourth street for some time, unmo- 
lested by the police, has again come 
into unpleasant notoriety. He has 
been exposed in The Times and by the 
Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ Asso- 
clation as a swindler on several occa- 
sions, and he is now accused of threat- 
ening a nervous, timid woman who has 
been soliciting funds under his direc- 
tion, 

The woman, Mrs. L. M. Koon, try- 
ing hard to support herself during her 
husband's long illness at the County 
Hospital, has been working for Moore 
for the past two months. When. she 
learned of the real character of the 
leader of the “Tinion Mission Army,” 
she tore off her badge and said she 
would no longer tmpose upon the pub- 
lie. 

Enraged by her scorn, Moore quar- 
reled with the woman and threatened 
to take her life, she says. Mrs. Koon. 
in a state of, nervous collapse, sought 
the advice of Secretary Zeehandelaar 
of the Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ 
Association, yesterday. She bitterly 
regretted her innocent part in defraud- 
ing the public and said if she had any 
money, she would gladly repay . the 
business firms from which she secured 
funds. 

Through the efforts of friends, Mrs. 
Koon has secured employment in a 
family. Evidently In terror of Moore, 
who had threatened her with personal 
violence if she disclosed any of his 
schemes, Mrs. Koon broke down and 
wept bitterly while telling her pitiful 
story. 

DOMESTIC MISFORTUNES. 

She said that she and her husband 


perial Valley and prospered for a time. 
Then Koon showed symptoms of blood 
poisoning and the two came to this 
city in order that he might secure 
medical treatment. 

Her husband has now been in the 
County Hospital for four months. One 
of his feet has been amputated and he 
is thought to be In a critica] condition. 
While awaiting her husband's recov- 
ery, Mrs. Koon at first worked as a 
waitress. She accidentally heard of 
“Gen.” Moore and his Union Mission 
Army, and thinking it was a religious 
organization, she sought employment 
in it. 

Moore instructed her in the method 
of soliciting funds for the “work.” 
Utterly unsuspicious, Mrs. Koon went 
out in her garb, patterned after that 
worn by the Salvation Afmy lassies, 
and went from store to store asking 
aid for the “mission.” She was quite 
successful and secured an average of 
$6 a day. Half of this sum went to 
Moore. The other hatf she was al- 
lowe.. to keep and spend for her hus- 
band’s comfort. 

HONEST IN HER EFFORTS. 

She says she never dreamed of 
Moore's true character, and rejoiced 
that she could support herself and at 
the same time be doing philanthropic 
work. 

At last, however. Mrs. Koon began 
to suspect that the manager af the 
“Union Mission Army” was not as 
philanthropic as he reprerented him- 
self to be. On Thursday, “Gen.” 
Moore complained bitterly hecause she 
did not bring him as much money as 
he wighed. Although alone and trem- 
bling in fear of his brute strength. 
the poor woman defied him and saki 
she would not work fur him any 
longer, as she believed it was not a 
Christian work. Then, she says, he 
threatened her with death if she re- 
Pvealed any of the secrets of the army 
to outsiders, and warned her not te 
to the police. 

MUSTERS HER COURAGE. 

But Mrs. Koon mustered up courage 
to inform a patrolman of the threats 
made against her, and was assured of 
protection. She also sought Secre- 
tary Zechandelaar, and from him 
fearned more of Moore’s true charac- 
ter. She was told that he was an ex- 
convict and swindler, an? that any 
more threats on his part would land 
him in jail. 

The poor woman, despundent over 
her iliness, and in feéble 
health herself, became almost hya- 
terical as ahe recited the story of 
her life at the “Mission.” She fears 
that. Moore will find out her present 
address and do her bodily harm. Bul 
the police will watch “Gen.” Moore 
with care. They say fey would be 
glad of an opportunity to put him be- 
hind the bars. 

MERCHANTS WARNED. 

On more than one occasioh, Secre- 
tary Zeehandelaar has sought to ae- 
cure a complaint against Moore, but 
could never get any satisfaction from 
the city’s prosecuting attorneys, he 
says. Merchants have been warned 
not to give the man any money... 
Moore has, nevertheless, succeeded in 
extorting funds for his “take” mis- 
sion. If rmrerchants are victimized It 
is their own fault, as they can always 
telephone efther to the Central Police

FIRE TRUST LIFTS.

cent, of the insufance written by other 
companies. Underwritifig with these 
contracting companies enables some of 
the larger fire insurance corporations 
to carry as much as $200,000 of insur- 
ance on a single block in the city. This 
risk was dividéd about eamong the 
treaty companies so that the one writ- 
ing the policy would carry not more 
tuan $20,000 of the risk. Many of tks 
treaty companie suffered so severely 
in the San-Frand¢isco conflagration that 
they cancelled pill their treaty con- 
tracts for the Coast. This compelled 
the initial companies to reduce their 
lines. 

The average risk carried by individ- 
ual companies in a business block here 
is about $20,000.: Some of these com- 
panies will carry insurance only when 
& building and stock are insured for 80 
per cent. of théir actual value. The 
réason for this as given by the insur- 
that most of the losses 
here are but partial: St is a rare oc- 
currence when the loss on both build- 
ing and stock ts complete. A _ $19,000 
losg on a building carrying $380,000 of 
insurance means that the companies 
lose but one-eighth their risk and a 
company carryibg $5000 against the 
building does not suffer a heavy loss. 
If the building were insured for but 
that $5000. theh the one company 
would lose the entire amount. But no 
single company :would care to carry 
the entiré $80,000. the risk of complete 
destruction would be too great. 

This is the principle that brought 
into being so many “treaty” com- 
panies. These insure nothing them- 
selves but take a part of the risk of 
other companies on large lines of in- 
surance. The rate was less, deducting 
commissions, bat the risk was also 
less. 

One by one these “treaty” compentes 
are coming back to the west coast. To 
them Southern California business has 
always: been ¢normously profitable. 
Their return hae relieved the gtrin- 
gency in the insurance market—to the 
extent that it is no longer necessary 
for a merchant to turn in his stock as 
part payment on his insurance. 

EXPERTS LOOK US OVER. 

During the last twelve months ex- 
perts of all the great fire insurance 
companies have visited Los Angeles. 
They came to the State to inspect con- 
ditions In San Francisco and made Los 
Angeles one station on their trip. The 
reports of these experts has been de- 
cidedly reassuring as to conditions 
here. Such is the tenor of communica- 
tions that have come to local agents. 
Cnief Lips is commended as one of the 
most progressive fire chiefs in the 
West, and the department has a good 
standing in inst¥rance circles. 

The tension has loosened somewhat. 
since the city iridorsed the Owens Riv- 
er aqueduct enterprise. In the past 
the complaint of the insurance compa- 
nies has been that they were asked to 
insure eight and ten-story buildings in 
a city with but a two-story fire depart- 
ment. 

The fire chier ‘and his department 
made a big hit with the underwriters 
by their “stop” on the recent fire in 
the Mathews paint store. Under ordi- 
nary conditions’ the building and stock 
would have been a complete loss. 

There is no insistent demand at the 
present time from the insurance com- 
panies for a larger fire department 
here. The 25 per cent. reduction does 
not depend on the issue of a few hun- 
dred thousands of doliars in fire bonds. 
For a fire-proof' city Los Angeles has a 
well equipped fire department; for a 
wooden city the protection afforded bys 
the department ig Inadequate. Los An- 
geles stands just about half way be- 
tween a city of wood and one of steel, 
brick and cement, and our fire depart- 
ment is on a par with that of other 
cities of similar construction. 

There will be no marked reduction 
in insurance rates until the owners, 
lessees and tenants in the business dis- 
trict secure buildings and stocks that 
are removed from the fire-trap classi- 
fication. Even then the trust will be 
careful that ati ‘doesn't give anything 
away.

The cgnteption is not that all munte- 
ipal ownership is wrong.

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USINESS FAILURES, PAST AND 
: PRESENT. 

Dun's Review in the issue of July 
6 sets out a reassuring statement of 
business failures for the first six 
months of the current year. 

The Review covers in exact tables 
failures for thirty-three years, a full 
generation. When one considers the 
enormous expansion in our business, 
both in the number of individual estab- 
lishments and the amount of business 
done, it is astonishing to note how 
little imcrease there is in business 
disaster. 

In 1876 the total number of failures 
recorded was 9092 and- the amount in- 
volved was $191,117,786. In 1906 the 
number was 10.682, and the total 
amount $119,201,515. Here we have less 
than 10 per cent. increase in the num- 
ber of failures and less money involved 
at the end of thirty years by about 
$70,000,000. Nor was 1876 a bad year. 
The previous one and the two follow- 
ing were as bad or worse. 

Taking the past six months of the 
current year it appears that in 1877 
there were 4749 failures for a total of 
$99,606,171 in six months and this year 
6607, for $69,568,662. The, number of 
failures is a little more, the amount of 
loss $30,000,000, or over 30 per cent., 
less. 


When we thMmk of the enormous ex-| 


pansion in both the numbers of busi- 
ness enterprises and the amount of 
business done this record is amazing. 
' If a comparison is made for six 
months of this year as above with the 
same time in 1906 we find there were 
last year, in the six months, 5612 fail- 
ures for $62,664,074. It is explained that 
one great failure this year is respon- 
sible for more than the difference in 
favor of the record of last year. The 
number of casualties was about the 
same. 


NE LAW FOR ALL. 

That is an American ideal There- 
fore a dozen “prominent business men” 
of Toledo, O., have “to do time” for 
breaking the anti-trust laws. 

That is the way things will be done 
in this country. Our laws know ‘no 
difference between lawbreakers, ex- 
cepting the gravity of the offense. In 
court, rich and poor must stand on 
the same ground. These well-to-do 
business men violated the law. Thuy 
have been convicted and they must 
suffer. 

That is our doctrine. We do not 
think a@ man's wealth should shield 
him from the law, nor do we think a 
man’s poverty should do so either. 
Whenever a man’s standing in the 
business or social worid, his mem- 
bership in any church or other asso- 
ciation, or his non-membership, may 
be set up Yo shield him from punish- 
ment for criminal acts, or to make 
him a prey to unjust treatment at the 
hands of his fellow-men, then this re- | 
public is on the down grade and will 
not stop while such discrimination 
lasts. That is our doctrine, and al- 
ways has been. ‘

Of course, we delude ourselves with 
the notion that moral training still 
has a foothold in the public educa- 
‘tional institutions of this country. An 
effort is always made to teach the 
boys and girls to be truthful, virtu- 
ous and honest, but the mere men- 
tion of religion has been and is still 
strictly tabooed. The laws of all the 
States enforce this rule. 

We have iately spent much time in 
discussing in rather a horrified man- 
ner the situation tn France, where 
the schools have been evolving a race 
of sinister atheists. Yet we are most 
certainly traveling the same road our- 
selves, We have beer Stricken with 
the dangerous idea that because the 
schools are supported by the public, 
the least suspicion of religious sen- 
timent being injected into the minds 
of the children is unfair to that In- 
finitesimal portion of the people of 
America which is opposed to religion 
in any and all its forme.

The trouble has been right along 
that the various religious denomina- 
tions assumed an attitude of jealousy 
toward one another, carrying that jeal- 
ousy to. such bitterness that the only 
thing left to do was to banish re- 
ligion from the schools altogether. 
But the day of religious bigetry has 
now, happily, quite passed away. The 
denominations and the sects have 
ceased to “hate each other for the 
love of God.” They have come to live 
almost entirely at peace among them- 
selves; they are more brotherly and 
have acquired the habit of fraterniz- 
ing instead of straining at one an- 
other’s throats. This being the case, 
the proposition to reéstablish God In 
the schools does not meet with the 
Opposition today that ft would have 
met with ‘twenty or ten or even five 
years ago.

These lands were formerly the grad- 
ual deposit of fine sand and alluvial 
matter flowing in from the action of 
the waters of the San Joaquin River.

of San Francisco and adjacent waters. 

At Stockton, which lies about one 
hundred miles from the ocean, the tide 
has a’ rise and fall daily of two feet. 
The neighboring tide lands are sub- 


The flood waters of the San Joaquin 
and ‘Sacramento rivers at times are 
added to the tide waters, making the 
submergence much greater. 

In the spring of 1964 there occurred 
unusually heavy floods in these rivers, 
and large tracts. even of the supposed- 
ly reclaimed lands, we submerged 
in consequence of the breaking of the 
levees. The losses amountéd to mil- 
lions, and were instrumental in rous- 
ing public interest in the question 
of general and permanent reclamation. 


VAST ‘EXPENDITURE PLANNED. 


It is proposed to reclaim all of the 
overfiow and swamp lands of the two 
valleys at an expense of about $24,- 
000,000, one-third of the expense to be 
borne by the land o rs, one-third by 
the State of Californ 
ance by the national government. The 
Legislature of California, at its ses- 
sion of 1995, passed the necessary laws 
to put the plan into effect, but did not 
make an appropriation. 

These swamp and overflow lands orig- 
inally came from the United States to 
the State of California under act of 
Congress. From the State they were 
by ind@ividuais at very” hw 


supervision. Taxes are raised for the 
work by the regular officials of the 
counties, and the work of reclamation 
is done under the superintendence of 
the County Boards of Supervisors and 
paid for out of the reclamation funds 
in the county treasuries. . 

Constructively, reclamation is accom- 
plished by the building of dikes or 
levees around any given piece of land. 
The work is done by the clam-shell 
dredger, constructed on purpose for 
levee building. These dredgers work 
along the water channels, from the bot- 
tom of which they lift immense quan- 
tities of earth, which is dumped upon 
the banks. 

The levees are from four to eight 
feet high and from 100 to 150 feet wide 
on the base, sloping gradually inward, 
so that the levee is on'y ten to fifteen 
feet wide on top. 

NATURE OF LAND. 


It is no easy matter to construct 


ve| 2 substantial levee upon these lands, 


as the peat forming the land is from 
six to forty feet in depth and at 
the same time it is very soft and 
shaky, “boggy.” as some might call it. 
Beneath the peat lies a stratum of 
clay which furnishes a permanent basis 
of construction. ~ 

A levee may be built one year, up 
to the required height. and of the re- 
quisite breadth, and by the next year 
it may have sunken so that its sum- 
mit will be on a level with the delta 
lands. Then it must be built up again, 
and again aliowed to settle. It some- 
times takes three or four years of 
repeated dredging and building up te 
form a permanent levee. 


COST OF RECLAIMING. 


as low as $7 per acre, but the general 
cost, based upon the records of a long 
series of years, is about $20 per acre. 
But this means that land originally 
worthless for agricultural purposes has 
been made worth from §75 to $160 per 
acre. When once reclaimed, the delta 
lands of San Joaquin county are as 
rich as any tn the world. 

As soon as a tract of delta land has 
been once inclosed by a substantial 
levee, the water standing inside is 
pumped out until the land is compar- 
atively dry. The pumping is done by 
stationary plants, consisting of gas 
engines and centrifugal pumps, that 
throw from 10,000 to 50,000 callons of 
| water a minute. Some cven larger 
plants than the largest mentioned are 
used, one outfit near Stockton employ- 
ing one that throws not less than 200,- 
000 gallons a minute. 


All over the delta lands. in their 
natural state, grows a great mass of 
tall rushes, or _“tules,” es. they are

His Art Career Really Started in 
Los Angeles and Near-by Towns. 
Something in His Work Conveys 
Strength of Plains and Yet Shows 
Subtle Touch of Sympathy. 


Solon H. Borglum, once cowboy and 
ranchman, but now a sculptor of the 
wild life of the West, whose work 
has received wide recognition, has been 
spending a few days in Los Angeles. 

He has been a guest at the home of 
Mr. and Mrs. Chariés F. Lummis, who 
are old friends. Mr. Borglum really 
started his art career in Los Angeles 
and near by towns. | 

It was here that he first conceived 
the idea of drawing, and discovered 
that he could really express some of 
the ideas learned from his experience 
with the “great outdoors.” Mr. Borg- 
lum dislikes to talk of himself. “I 
hAven’t done anything yet,.”’ he said 
yesterday. “Il have only tried to ex- 


‘press something about the animals and 


life I love.” 

That he has been successful is shown 
by the honors which he has received 
both in this country and even in Paris, 
where the Critics are slow to recognize 
the art of America and especially that 
of the West. 

His virile and magnificent interpreta- 
tion of the western subjects touched 
with the mysterious emotional quality 
so seldom seen in sculpture of this sort 
makes his work unusual. His life has 
been a picturesque one, filled with vivid 
experiences of the plains and plains- 
men. 

He was born in 1868 in Ogden, Utah, 
the son of a Denmark wood carver, later 
a physician.

W. L. Alden says in Putnams deo 
zine that’ the Etruscan ianguage is 
the only dead language that has defied 
investigation. Etruscan inscriptions 
are fairly numerous. Considered as a 
language hothing could seem more im- 
probabie than the hieroglyphics of the 
Egyptians, but Egyptologists can 
them with such ease that almost any 
given series of hieroglyphics can b+ 
read in three or four ways by an equal 
number of rival Egyptologists.

Te Harness the Tides. 

. Experiments have been made on a 
large scale at South Thomaston, Me., 
by which it is hoped to save the vast 
amount of tidal energy now going to 
waste, and devote it to the operation 
of mills, quarries, factories and other 
establishments needing a driving force. 
A basin with an area of a little more 
than one square mile is being. used 
for the operations, and a twelve-foot 
rise In the tide makes it well accepted 
for the work. 

Promoters of the experiment plan to 
store the tide power In compressed air 
apparatus and transmit it to ime quar- 
ries and factories along the coast by 
a pipe line. | 
Diagnosing Tuberculosis. 

A new method of diagnosing tuber- 
culosis is announced by Dr. Von Pirket 
of Vienna. The diagnosis is obtained 
by the skin test. The skin, at a se- 
lected point, is rubbed raw and tuber- 
culine placed on the part. If there is 
no tuberculosis there is no result, but 
if the subject is tuberculous there sets 
in, within twenty-four to forty-eight 
hours, an inflammatory process which 


matures to a sore not unlike that 
formed by vaccination. 
The test holds equally good for ani- 


mals, This has been established by 
the French Dr. Valle of Alfort. 

The advantage of the test is to de- 
termine the presence of the disease 
during its early stages. 

New Wood Alcoh>! Proces. ’ 

A Toronto company has in operation 
a new type of distilling apparatus, 
adopted from - the Barbet ‘system, 
whereby wood alcohol is produced in 
one continuous operation instead of by 
the’ customary three or four distilla- 
tions.

Natural Stone Barometer. | 
A storekeeper in South Broadway, 
St. Louis, has a piece of stone about 
as large as a man’s first in which he 
more confidence as a weather 
indicator than he does in all the 
weather bureaus of the country, | says 

the St. Louis Globe-Democrat. | 
He brought it with him from | Ger- 
many when he came to St: Louls many 
years ago, and although; his German 
neighbors told him that the stone would 


not work in America, he finds that it 


operates about as well in Missouri as 
it did in the old country, 

He says there is a niine of it in 
Saxony and another somewhere in 
Russia, and that in parts of both ¢oun- 
tries near to the mines many country 
people provide themselves with lumps 
of the stone for use as family barom- 
eters. It is composed of: limestone, al- 
most as soft as chalk, with nitre, clay | 
and rock salt, 

Whren the air is dry the stone. is a 
light gray, withewhite spots of salt 
and nitre, but when the air is filled 


| with moisture and a stofm is coming 


on, the salt and nitre turn black. The 
principle is recognized in the manu- 
facture of one or two patent fancy 
barometers, but whether the inventors 
took the hint from the ptone cannot 
be ascertained.

Recause electricians and carpenter:

Now after a month of idleness nearly 
all the men have returned to work, 
the carpenters alone remaining out) be- 
cause they were unwilling to accept the 
terms offered.

$25,000 while the strikers lost. nearly 
$100,000 in wages. +.

Union Members’ Property Seized. 
The labor leaders of Pittsburgh are 
very much interested in a decision 
handed down by Judge Anderson of\the 
United States Court at Indianapolis 
recently in which he decided that the 
property of a member of the machinists’ 
union could be sold under the ham- 
mer to satisfy the costs of a manufiac- 
turer in securing an injunction. 
A strike of machinists took place in 
the Pope Motor Car Company in that 
city and the men proceeded to picket 


the plant. The company brought in a 
number of men, but many of threm 
never reached the plant, being r- 


suaded to return to their homes. 

The company then applied to the 
court for an injunction to prevént the 
picketing of the shop. which was 
granted, but not until a large bill of 
costs had been piled up. This the com- 
pany demanded should be paid by tne 
losing party. 

The injunction had been issued 
against the Machinists’ Union as an or- 
ganization and against its members as 
individuals. The union had no tangible 
property and the court was asked to in- 
Struct its officers to proceed against 
such individuals among the strikers as 
had property not exempt under the 
homestead law. 

Louis W. Poehler and Joseph W. 
Feltz, two of the striking machinists, 
were discovered to have unencumbered 
real estate. Fee bills were issued 
against them and their property was 
advertised for sale. The Poehler 
property brought $1500, and as this sum 
was ample to pay the costs the Feltz 
home was not sold. The trust com- 


‘pany that purchased the property paid 


the money into the court and the title 
will pass from Poehler unless he re- 
deems it within the next sixty dais. | 
The name of Poehler does not appear 
anywhere in the proceedings except as 
a member of the machinists’ union. He 
was a striker, but was not one of the 
pickets, nor was he accused of violat- 
ing the temporary restraining order.— 
{Pittsburgh Dispatch.

Perfect Cleanliness Made a Hotel- 
keeper a/Wealthy | 

Man. | 

The prosperity of one of the wealth- 
lest hotel owners in the United States;

ago, he insisted upon perfect cleanli-| 


ness. He was not satisfie! with the 
reports of his manager and hoube- 
keeper.

questions of the minor employés. He 
knew everything that was being done 
and everything that was being left un- 
done. 
One result of his ceaselces activity 
Was the spread among the traveling 
public of the information that “So and 
So ran a hotel] in which there was ab- 
solutely pure food, perfect accommoda- 
tlons of every sort, and in which he 
gave personal attention to every de- 
tail.” He has so much money néw 
that he docs not have to give attention 
to any detail, but the old habitis upon 
him still, and he still supervises the 
smallest items. 
In this thoroughness there is a ids- 
son for every worker in the world. - 
The right feeling to have about work 
is that it is In the nature of @ conh- 
tract, that it calls for the best that 
the worker has in him, and that he 
shoukl perform it to the best of his 
abllity. That is the only sort of work 
that brings any satisfaction to the 
doer. The worker who skimps his 
work not only runs a fine chance of 
being detected and disgraced, but he 
is constantly injuring himeelif, 
Suppose the work is drudgery. It {is 
only increasing that drudgery to try 
to cheat. The man who puis his whok 
heart into it will get it over much 
quicker than he who dawdies with ft 
and spenis most of his time fretting 
because it is taskwork. 
No house built upon the sands eve 
withstood a hurricane. In thia world 


-ONe can never tell when the next hur- 


ricane is to arrive. When it does come 
ft is better to be Hving in a secure 
No one can tell to what strains 
the work that he i¢ doing 1s to be put: 
It is better, then, to do that work sa 
that no matter what trials it has to 
pass through it will pasa through them 
triumphantiy and will emcnge ‘bring- 
ing honor to the worker.

BECOME TIRED. 
| 


ARE CLOGGED WITH ACCUMULA- 
TIONS FROM WORK. 

Important Experiments Show That 
Deleterious Material Can Be Washed 
Out of the Tired Muscles and They 
Be Set Agoing All Right Again. 
Change of Work Gives Rest. 


Who has worked and has not tired? 
The fact that strength is iessened by 
continued effort; even in moderate de- 
gree, is a matter of familiar observa- 
tien, says Ada ‘May Krecker in Chi- 
cago Tribune. 

Animal life sometimes presents strik- 
ing illustrations. like the utter ex- 
haustion of the! migratory birds. On 
reaching land they are scarcely able 


shore, falling from fatigue. 


in the muscles that move the wings 
mark bird exhaustion. 

But such shrewd observations as 
these fail to satisfy today’s sctence. 
Men like Mosso, Michael Foster, and 
Sir Francis Galton, who are interesta@d 
in fatigue. go farther. 

Prof. Angelo Moseo of the University 
of Turin has invented the ergograph 
and therewith recorded the strength 
exerted by the muscles which bend 
one of the fingers. If a weight is 
attached to the instrument the ex- 
haustion of the muscles on successive 
contractions can ibe ascertained and 
inticated by the height to which the 
weight is raised; and this is recorded 
by the tracing of the lever. 

Mosso has experimented largely on 
frogs. Frogs particularly are con- 
venient for experiments, because they 
go on living a long time after being 
killed, an Irishism which means that 
the division of = spinal cord from 
the brain does not end life at once. 
as it would in a higher animal. 

The heart continues to beat. and the 
muscies to contract, although the 
brain cannot act on the body, and no 
sensation can reach the brain. So if 
a phystologist only has a frog he can 
study many facts of life. and know 
that he is causing no pain and that 
the will of the stbject does not in- 
fluence the facts they observe. 

HOW MUSCLES BECOME FA- 
TIGUED. 

One of the most important things 
noted was this: That if the muscles 
of a frog's leg are stimulated by elec- 
tricity so as to cause contractions in 


izh in strength. The height to which 
the attached lever rises diminishes 
rapidiy until finally the same electric 
current which has made the muscles 
move no longer causes the contraction. 
But if the artery of the lege now is di- 
vided and distilled) water is injected 
until it flows out freely from the, veins 
muscular contraction again can ob- 
tained, and they continue for a short 
time. The disfilled| water’ cannot re- 
new the contractile elements; it 
washes out the muscles. So it is cer- 
tain that the cessation of the contrac- 
tions under ranid stimulation is due 
not only to exhaustion of the muscle 
but to the presence of something 
which hinders the response and can be 
removed by simple washing; there is 
a fatigue substance. 

The quick repe*ti-ion of muscular ex- 
ertion does not allow the living tissues 


presented. So ¢xhaustion is induced, 
the essential cause of the failure from 
fatigue, although its influence is ac- 
companied, and to some extent, antici- 
pated by the hindering effects of the 
products of action. 
BRAIN FAG MORE COMPLICATED. 

Brain fag is less simple and harder 
to investigate and understand. We 
have not been able to measure and 
record. the power of the brain as we 
have that of the muscles. The diversi- 
ties of experience as collected by Sir 
Francis Galton and Prof. Mosso from 
over a hundred teachers and others 
were so big that systematic study is 
baffied. The most definite effect of 
brain fatigue is imperfect brain power, 
analogous to the diminished strength 
of muscle. Many effects depend on the 
individual. The action of the heart, 
the functions of the stomach, and the 
work of the liver and other organs are 
disturbed in various ways, and even 
the temperature of the whole 
sometimes is altered by hard mental 
work. 

These derangements, in turn, act 
upon the blood, impoverish it, prolong 


‘ithe discomforts dge directly to fatigue. 
1One great function of the liver is to 
leliminate the harraful products of mus- 
cular action, and whatever interferes. 


with this process increases the amount 
of toxic substance in the blood. 

Brain fatigue is the most calamitous 
of all weariness. It transcends all oth- 
ers in absolute importance. The physi- 
cal sensations ar’ slight and insignifi- 
cant compared with loss of memory, of 
concentration of thought, and similar 
disabilities. 

.REST IN CHANGE OF WORK. 


‘ferent sort of mental work may con- 
‘duce to a reinvigoration of old con- 
‘stituents by new and may in this way 
‘promote the general well-being of the 
‘brain. A different form of activity 
‘may leave the exhausted elements al- 
most at rest and yet aid the renewal 
of their lost material and promote the 
removal of the waste material. 

This is true in| greater degree of 
muscular exercise. But to be useful 
the exercise must be moderate. In 
excess the muscles and brain are im- 
peded by the products of their own 
action. Recreation means “making 
again’ that which work has undone, 
facilitating the marvelous recupera- 
tive power of life. Rest and recreation 
are the antidotes of fatigue. The

The Rediands pottery has al) the 
charm and interest which may be 
found in any art pottery, and a great 
many in addition.

About five years ago, while looking 
for a damp place where some tad- 
poles that had served anc amused a 
group of children, might continue their 
evolution, and tn course of time reach 
the dignified state of frogs.

EUROPE SET HUMMING 


BY WALTZ REFRAIN.

LONDON, June 15.—Folk in Amer- 
ica who cannot abide “musical crazes” 
will do well to quit the country with- 
out loss of time. They must not flee 
to Europe, however, for to do so would 
be to encounter the precise thing they 
will be wanting to avoid, namely, a 


waltz—a waltz which has kept all the 


Continent humming for the past 
twelvemonth, and which has just 
‘ ored a hit In this country such as 
has not been known fort many years. 
It is certain sure to cross. the At- 
lantic before much time has passed, 
and then, well——! 

One cannot put musical notes in a 
letter, else the walt refrain in 
tion might be set down here. Neither 
ean one really describe a melody in 
print, so I must try to give you an 
idea of the fascination of this waltz 
from “The Merry Widow” by going 
into details a bit regarding its phe- 
nomenal success on the Continent and 
by chronicling its electrical effect upon 
an audience at Daly’s Theater, where 
the operetta containing it was given 
for the first time in England on Sat- 
urday evening last. a 

But first to explain about the op- 
eretta itself, which is known through- 
out Europe as “Die Lustige Witwe.” 
Composed by Franz Lehar, a Hunga- 
rian, it was first given in Vienna about 
@ year ago, and not only is it “still 
running” in the Austrian capital, but 
it has been produced in almost every 
other Continental city of the first rank, 
having been performed, in fact, some- 
thing like 7000 times. And the won- 
derful waltz has done it all; of that 
there is little doubt, since, apart from 
it and perhaps two of the songs, “The 
Merry Widow” is only fairly melodi- 
ous.and nothing very special regarded 
as an entertainment. But the melody 


profits out of the sale of the music 
are said to have been $300,000 already. 
It is safe to say, too, that prob- 


ably few more languorous, not to say 
sensuous, things have been seen on. 
the stage than this waltz, even as 
two Anglo-Saxons dance it at Daly's 


Theater. It is introduced, by the way, 


as a “Marsovian” dance, and I will 
not try to describe the “business,” as 
you are sure to see it in America 
before long. One may say, however, 
that it is not hard to understand the 
sensations of Otto Natherson, a lead- 
ing Danish actor, who, after see- 
ing his wife, Gerda Krum, do this; 
dance with another man some dozens 
of times, became so madd by jeal- 
ousy that he shot her dead on the 


stage of the’ Allborg Theater. 


At Daly’s the dancers are “Joe” 
Coyne of the United States of America 
and Lily Elsie, whom George Edwardes 
finally chose for “The Merry Widow” 
after postponing the London produc- 
tion of the piece for months In despair 
of finding anybody who could fill the 
title part. His first choice, natural- 
ly, was the actress who created the 
part in Vienna, but ne terms could 
tempt her to come té London, and 
where an English songstress could be 
found “strong” enough for the role, 
q@ven Edwdrdes did not know. He in- 
duced Marie Tempest to go to Vienna 
and see “The Widow,” but she asked 
to be excused, and the manager's quest 
semed more hopeless than ever. He

has been taken off the programme 
and the bills, tt looks as if Hood had 
emerged victorious. and the question 
is how the other librettist came to be 
given the credit at the outset? The 
controversy in the newspapers has 
shed no light on this interesting mat- 


ter. 

To hark back to the plot of “The 
Merry Widow.” however, this is harm- 
less, as well as trifling, enough. Sonia, 
the heroine, has been wooed as a gir! 
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audience sat 
spell-bound. That is not too strong 
a word to use; we were entranced, just 
as Europeans have been, by . the 
haunting refrain with its slow, dreamy 
swing, as well as by the langourous 
grace of the dance itself. Then cafne 
thunderous applause, and a repetition 
of the dance, during which an almost 
solemn hush fell on the spectators. 
After this the curtain fell, and as 
Herr. Lehar, the composer, who was 
conducting, turned to leave his seat 
he received such an ovation as prob- 
ably seldom has been heard in a Lon- 
don playhouse. Writing of this scéne, 
one of the London critics—who heads 
his article “Audience Maddened by a 
Waltz’’—says: “Those in the pit rose 
to their feet to cheer him, and hats 
and caps were waved at him as though 
at a victorious general after a long 
campaign.” Which is no exaggera- 


‘Joseph Coyne, by the way, is ex- 
tremely good in “The Merry Widow.” 
He was engaged by Edwardes after 
his hit in “Nelly Neil,’ and has a sim- 
ilar part at Daly’s to that which he 
played in the McLellan musical com- 
edy, namely, a youthful “rounder.” 
He is not a great singer, however, 
and many of the critics have um- 
bled over his selection to play nce 
Danilo, for a song called “I'm Off to 
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by Prince Danilo, but, alas, the lat- 
ter’s rich uncle would not give con- 
sent, the maiden being a farmer’s 
daughter. So Danilo broke it off, al- 
beit reluctantly, and Sonia married 
money in the p of a fabulously- 
rich culturist, who died within a 
few wee of their wedding. A mil- 
liottairess, then, as well as beautiful, 
she comes to Paris, where Danilo is 
now a secretary of legation, d upon 
meeting they fall in love all over 
again. But Danilo has “gone the 
pace” at Maxim’s, moreover he dreads 
to be branded as a fortune hunter, 
and so it comes that the girl he had 
formerly jilted has to court him 
through three acts of complications. 
Their waltz—the national dance of 
their common country, Marsovia—is 
one of her machinations, which, of 
course, are crowned with success. As 
I have pointed out, this alluring dance 
has led to a tragedy in real life, and 
it would not be surprising if many 
romances had been engendered by the 
melody which accompanies it. Pre- 
vious to the rising of the curtain on 
the third act of “The Merry Widow.” 
the first night: audience hummed this: 
waltz in chorus, and it has quickly 
read throughout London. A gramo- 
phone company which had chen 
thousands of records in anticipation 
was sold out, it is said, two days 
after “The Merry Widow” was pro- 
duced. The publishers of the music 
scarce can keep up with the de- 
mand. “All England,” says a writer 
in a newspape fore me, “will have 


to be prepared to hear it played by 
every band and organ in the country 
now forward until goodness 
knows when. It is an -making 
waltz, though simple. istling will 
once more become general, and street 
organs that play the waltz are ex- 
pected to be allowed to stay as long

It is a writ on the records that 
the Honorabie Charlotte Knollys (pro- 
nounced “Knowles’’) is bedchamber- 
woman to Her Majesty Queen Alex- 
andra. 

Because the mistress is roygi the po- 
sition becomes one of honor Instead of 
servility. Yet one cannot get away from 
the fact that Miss Knollys is to all 
intents and purposes the Queen of 
Englands “maid.” as well as her 
dearest friend and confidential com- 
panion. 

Quite recently Charlotte Knollys 
completed her forty-fourth year in 
this position. Nightly for forty-four

“Our Princeton arrest was after we 
had been through Maryland. In Phil- 
adelphia I wrote for a Maryland li- 
but did not receive it by the 
time the doctor wished to start for 
Baltimore, so I took chances and we 
started off without a license number. 
Bix miles outside of Baltimore we 
were arrested and fined $10 and $2.40 
costs. The circumstances were ex- 
plained to the magistrate,-and he told 
us to tell. the first policemen we met 
to telephone his office, whea he would 
give him orders to give us safe con- 
duct to the next policeman. This we 
did, and were conducted by a mount- 
edi “cop” into Baltimore and through 
Druid Hill Park, where we were turned 
over to another officer, and so. on 
to the hotel. 

“On our way back into New York 
we were arrested at One Hundred and 
Thirty-sixth atreet for exceeding the 
limit. Dr. and Mrs. Barlow had an 
important engagement in town that 
evening, so they left me to go to the 
Police Station and pay the fine or 
bail. Before the doctor left me he 
asked me if I had money enough. I! 
answered that I had, knowing that I 
had some $80 in my pocket. Unfor- 
tunately, they demanded $100 bail. I 
was not allowed to telephone anywhere, 
and all | could do was call a mes- 
senger boy and send him to the garage.

DOVE ARITHMETIC. 

Like most other’ birds, the speed 
of doves is greatly overestimated, and 
while they cannot be killed clean at 
seven or eight rods without liberal ai- 
lowanhce, many young markmen, in 
their anxiety to “lead” enough, overdo 
the matter and keep missing their 
birds. The speed at which the dove 
travels is variable. Upon some flights 
he who can average tw» 
five shells spent is doing wonderful 
work. 

Coming from cafions, the birds beten 
are high or far off at the side, trav- 
eling at tremendous pace, and pre- 
senting difficult work: Tne flushed 
bird is a fair mark, and on a feedirg 


ground flight, or near water, where 
the doves come in‘ leisurety, hover- 
ing about before alighting. they are 
almost as easy to stop.

Charlie Parsons, who will go for the 
100 and 220-yard dashes, holds the 
Coast record of 9 4-5 seconds in the 
greatest of track events, the 100-yard 
dash. In recent meets, in which he 
ran under the colors of the University 
of Southern California, he was caught 
at 9 3-5 by some watches, but this 
time, which equals Duffy's worid 
record time, and the mark credited to 
Kelley, was not allowed. Probably 
Parsons’s most formidable opponent at 
Jamestown will be Dan Kelley, the 
fast Oregon sprinter. Parsons 
beaten him before and is confident he 
can do it again. Parsons also holds the ‘ 
220 record, of 0:21 4-5. 

In the middle distances, A. A. 
Glarner of the Olympic Club set the 
Coast mark in the 880-yard run, at a 
meet on the new Stanford oval, this 
spring.

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While no man should bear himself in slavish obsequi- 
ousness toward his fortune-favored, or-by nature or cir- 
cumstance more generously endowed fellow, neither is 
it right or becoming that no line of demarcation should 
be drawn at any time, anywhere, lest the due deference 
to age, station or personality be assumed to lessen the 
dignity of those who hold “none is any better than I,” 
because of the constitutional guarantee of equality be- 
fore the law, civil and political. 


Because a street railway conductor is entitled to the 
same rights and privileges conferred upon him by 
American citizenship as those enjoyed by the million- 
aire head of the company which employs him is no jus- 
tification for his overbearing and offensive mannér to- 
ward the passengers who are patrons of the company 
which presumably employs him to perform with proper 
care and courtesy the duties for which he is responsible 
in the course of his employment and which the public 
_who are conveyed in the common carriers controlled or 
operated by a railway corporation have the right tp ex- 
pect from its agent. 


This morbid fear of seeming to be taken for less than 
“par value’’ accounts likewise for a good deal of the ani- 
mosity existing between employer and employed wher- 
ever the values of labor and capital are exchanged. 
Thus in the domestic realm, in the shop and factory 
particularly, we hear the frequent utterance, “There are 
no personal distinctions here; everybody is treated alike 
in this country.” Or again, “I am not going to be 
bossed: everybody is his “own boss in America.” Need- 
less to say that this comes from the most ignorant and 
rebellious class of employés; neyertheless a great part 
-of the world’s work must necessarily be done by them. 
and hence the temper of these individuals, the dis- 
courtesy and disrespect which they display toward those 
in authority to exact discipline and conformity to the 
rules regulating their respective labors, cannot but have 
an ill effect upon the entire industrial, social and econ- 
omic system of the land. 


What is needed to overcome this wide tendency to 
regard democracy as incompatible with courtesy is a 
more clearly-defined and more generally understood dis- 
tinction between the individual and his office, the per- 
son and the capacity in which the said person exercises 
his special powers or prerogatives. Thus the head, of a 
State or nation may be despicable in the sight of some 
as an individual or plain citizen; none the less is it in- 
cumbent upon them to defer to the supreme authority

Tne CAPITAL OF BARBARY AND ITs 


QUEER POPULATION. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 


RIPOLI.—I write these notes in the city of Tripoll. 
It is the capital of Barbary, that vast country of 


oases and desert, lying between Tunisia and Egypt, | 


on the Mediterranean Sea. I came here from Sfax, pass- 
ing around the Gulf of Gabes and skirting the Desert of 
Libya the greater part of the way. Our boat was a 
little Italian steamer which sails from Genoa to Tunis 
and then goes on around to Tripoli and back to Naples 
via Sicily and Malta. We came to anchor in the harbor 
this morning, and were brought to the shore by boat- 
men as fierce-looking as the pirates who fought here 
against our American sailors 100 years ago. 

It was in the harbor of Tripoli that Uncle Sam had his 
first great naval engagement, after the conclusion of the 
war which made him independent of Great Britain. This 


‘ town was then a great piratical stronghold, It levied its 


tribute on all the ships of the Mediterranean, and its sol-

Libya, The population is scanty. It numbers alto-

Tripoli and Soudan. 

The foreign trade of the country is with the Soudan 
and Europe. Tripoli lies directly north of Lake Chad, 
and it is the chieg starting place for the caravans which 
cross the Sahara. There are half a dozen routes over 
the desert from here to the rich lands of Central Africa, 
and a great deal of ivory, ostrich feathers and skins are 
brought to Tripoli on camels from those countries. The 
trip takes several months, and the caravans often in- 
clude. in their freight female slaves for the Barbary 
harems.

‘They are all to be found in 
Tripoli. The chief light of the city comes from candles, 
and there is a regular business of making candles for the 
trade.

For the purpose 
of the investigation, which has been personally made by 
Emily Fogg Meade, special agent of the Bureau of La- 
bor, the Italian settlement at Hammonton, N. J., was 
selected. This town, which has sprung up in a clearing 
of that vast primeval forest known as the Jersey pines, 
was chosen for the study because the influx of Italians 
there has not been assisted in any way by Americans 
and because these emigrants have there been left to 
work out their own salvations. They have been settling 
there in increased numbers for thirty years, and with 
their children born in this country now comprise very 
nearly a half of Hammonton’s population of 4300 souls. 


The true value of the investigation is its demonstration | 


of what the Italian emigrant can make of himself when 
taken away from the slums of our cities. It offers the

UNCLE SAM WANTS TO SEE A TEA 
GARDEN IN EVERY BACK YARD.

HY not grow your own tea? It is a thing en- 

W tires practicable, says the government Plant Bu- 

reau. Anybody with a small garden can produce | 

enough tea for a family—all that is required being a 

- little intelligence and a few utensils wom 6 as are found 
in every kitchen. 


The crop of an average tea bush is about three ounces 

of cured tea during the picking season, so that 100 

plants will yield eighteen pounds a year. Inasmuch 

as one pound makes from 350 to 400 cups of tea, fifty 

plants will furnish a cup of tea apiece to a family of 
for every day:in the year. 


‘ The cultivation of the tea plant in home gardens is 
not only profitable, but productive of a great deal of 
pleasure. Not only is money to be saved by growing 
one’s own tea, but a much better product is obtained. 
Most of the tea imported into this country is considered 
wretched stuff in the lands drom which it comes, and 
‘ too often it contains objectionable adulterants, ‘such as | 
| Prussian blue, indigo, soapstone, and leaves of plants | 

other than tea,. 

‘ In autumn the tea bush, which is a beautiful ever-

Should such little tea gardens multiply, factories 
might be established in each neighborhood for making 
commercial tea, and thither the output of the small 
plantations could be brought and sold, precisely as can-— 
Beries and dairies consume the surplus production of | | 
druit and milk. | 

For a number of years past the Department of Agri- | 
culture has been making systematic tea-growing experi- 
ments near Summerville, S. C.. Most satisfactory re-— 
sults have been obtained, and at the present time the 
tract under cultivation covers about 100 acres, yielding 
12,000 pounds annually—though as yet only about half 
the area mentioned is in bearing. Negro children do the | 
picking of the leaves. 

The tea seeds may be planted in a large box twelve | 
inches deep, with drainage holes bored in it, which | 
should be protected from direct sunshine. In a wild 

' state the tea plant is an undergrowth in shady forests, 
and not until they are a year old can the seedlings be 
safely removed to the open field, setting them out two to _ 
five feet apart. By the third year the bushes are large 
enough to yield a small crop, but they are not im fullest 
bearing until the tenth year. 

Any half-grown lad or girl can pick eantis pounds of 
tea leaves in ten hours—a little over four pounds be- 
ing required to make one pound ‘of the cured article. 
The picking should be repeated every ten days, only 
the new buds and the first two or: three leaves on each 
fresh shoot being taken, by pinching off the stem with 
thé’ thumb nail and first finger. If the older and larger 
leaves are picked, the product is not so good.

On the other hand, the climate of all the southern part | 
of the United States is admirably adapted for tea pro- 
duction, and there seems to be no reasonable doubt that 
eventually tea will become one of the greatest and mogt 
profitable crops in that section of the country. 


The processes involved in the curing of the leaves, 
whether for black or green tea, are simple and easy. 
in the way of utensils there is needed only a four- 
quart double-boiler (saucepan with hot-water jacket), a | 
large agate-lined pan, and a big wooden spoon or paddle. 
There sheuld also be a clean kitchen table, upon which 
to spread the fresh leaves. 


The leaves are spread thinly and evenly upon the 
table and allowed to remain for twelve to twenty-four 


_hours. They lose weight rapidly by evaporation. When 


they are dry enough to have a “feel” like old kid gloves, 
they are roHed, or kneaded, with the hands-on the 
table—lightly at first, and then wan as much strength 
as possible. 


The next step is to form the leaves into a ball and 
put the latter into a cool, damp place, leaving it to fer- | 
ment from three to six hours. When broken open, 
the ball has.a yellowish copper color inside, and the 


raw herby scent of the leaves has changed to an agree-— 


able fruity one. The broken material of the ball is — 
spread half an inch thick in the agate-lined pan and > 
placed in an oven to dry. At intervals the pan is taken | 


| out and the tea is turned, this process being continued 


until the stuff is brittle to the touch and gives off a 


slight odor, of tea. It is now ready dor use, and “should 
‘be put in air-tight tin boxes until wanted. 


Green tea is made exactly the same way, except chat J 
instead of withering and fermenting the leaves, the” 
latter are taken fresh and put into the double-boiler, | 
where they are allowed to remain surrounded by boiling | 
water for seven or eight minutes, the cover being re-_ | 
moved and the leaves stirred at intervals. Afterwards — 


they are — and cured as in the case of the black | 


tea. 


Nothing \couta be less difficult. The process is so 
simple, indeed, that the work may be assigned to any 
intelligent servant—though the children and even older | 
members of the family may obtain much pleasure by 
plucking and making the leaves into tea. Each house- | 
hold would thus supply its own tea, pure, strong and in- | 
vigorating, instead of using the wishy-washy cheap stuff 
purchased at the corner grocery. | | 


The government Plant Bureau has recently made some | 
interesting experiments in the production of compressed | 


tea tablets. These are made by subjecting the cured | 


leaves to hydraulic pressure which reduces their bulk 


to such an extent that tablets representing a pound of 
_tea are packed in a box only about the size of a safety 
matchbox. One of these boxes contains twenty such 
tablets—each one of the bigness of a cent, but twice as 
thick, and dark green in color. The tablets are made | | 
of such size that one shall - just enough for an ordi- | 
nary cup. 


Inasmuch as the Commissary Bureau of the War De- 
partment has been seeking recently to concentrate ra- | 
tions for emergency purposes, it seems not unlikely that Ne 
these tea tablets, which are of a bulk only one-twenty- | 
fifth as great as an equivalent quantity of ordinary tea, | 
may be adopted before long for the benefit of our sol- | 
diers. |

Creating New Fruits. 
GOVERNMENT WIZARDS PLAY 
PRANKS WITH PLANTs. 
By a S pecial Contributor. 
ID you ever hear of a lime-lemon? Probably not, 
| inasmuch as it is entirely new, having just come 
into existence for the first time. It is, as its name 
would indicate, a cross between the lemon and the lime, 
The West Indian lime was its mother, and the Sicily 
lemon its father, the pollen of the latter being utilized 
to fertilize the flowers of the female parent, thus accom- 
plishing the mating. It is called, ¢éor the sake of a 
name, the “palmetto” lime. 
This gemarkable marriage between two fruits which, 
though not distantly related, had never been united in 


who is called the “plant wizard” of the Department of 


As a result of the union above mentioned, Dr. Webber | 
obtained cross-bred seeds, which were planted at the. 
sub-tropical garden maintained by -the department at. 
Miami, Fla. No information about the experiments was | 
made public at the beginning; but now the little trees 
grown from these seeds are bearing fruits, which, it is 
announced, are of a particularly fine appearance—light 
yellow in color, with a smooth skin and very thin rind 
(less than one-sixteenth of an inch in thickness,) a 
juicy, light greenish pulp, few seeds, a “sprightly acid” 
flavor, and an excellent bouquet. ; 

Some markets demand large limes, and others small 
ones. “The “palmetto’ will meet the requirement for a 
small lime admirably. As for a large one, it is fur- 
nished by another new fruit, likewise originated by Dr. 
! Webber, and called the “everglade,” which is even more 
remarkable in its way, being actually a cross between 
the lime and the grape fruit. 

The fact that the citrus fruits, such as the lemon, lime 
4 and grapefruit, are of the same family has led scient- 
ists to suspegt that it might be possible to mate them,

The “citranges,” which obtained by cross- 
ing the sweet orange with the “three-leafed” orange (a 
frost-proof, but otherwise worthless species from 
Japan,) are much hardier than either the opange or the 
lemon, and may be grown successfully 400 miles north 
of the present orange-producin It. They should not 
be confounded, however, with oranges. Indeed, they are 


nature, was brought about by Dr. Herbert J. Webber, .no more like oranges than they are liké lemons. They 


are entirely new fruits of the citrus kind. 
. From a single fruit of the three-leafed orange, which 
sprang from a blossom fertilized with pollen from the 
sweet orange, forty seeds were obtained. These, when 
planted, yielded forty seedling trees, five of which proved: 
to be new and valuable varieties of citranges. Thus it 
may be said that the single fruit above mentioned was 
by far the most valuable cross-bred fruit on record. 
Citranges are so easy to grow that, a few years from 
now, people will commonly plant them in their yards. 
They are of special value for “ade’—different variéties 
having different and attractive flavors—and doubtless 
they will ultimagely find extensive use at soda foun- 
tains. They are large in size and exceedingly juicy. 
One of them, the Colman, which inherits in marked de- 
gree the fuzzy skin of its mother, the three-leafed or- 
ange, thakes a rich yellowish “ade,” with a dash of bit- 
terness that is most agreeable. This quality, like the 
bitter principle of the grape fruit, is doubtless stimulat- 
ing and healthéul. 
While producing these wonderful new fruits, the De-

The Kaiser, who owns horses enough to mount a cav- 
alry regiment, has begun to economize in his stables and 
In Berlin alone he has 240 horses and 
a staff of 800 men, including titled masters of the horse 
and stable boys. He went to the equine department 
here one day, and noticed a group of men loitering about 
without any particular object in view. He called one 
to him, and asked what his duties were. The man an- 
swered that he was head plaiter of horses’ manes, “And 
how many assistants have you, if you are the chief?” 
inquired the inquisitive Emperor. The man replied 
that his staff consisted of three men and two appren- 
tices. “All engaged in plaiting manes?” asked His Maj- 
esty. “You and your assistants please take a month's 
notice, and I shall be glad if you find a less exacting oc- 
cupation.” Then he called the master of the horse, and 
went into matters with this official, giving him a very 
bad quarter of an hour. In a few days the staff was re- 
duced by a hundred men. Then the Emperor turned his 
attention to the horses, and found that he had several 
hundred steeds which were “eating their heads off,” and 
doing nothing else. They were mostly old horses with a 
brilliant past. 

“But that is no reason,” said the Emperor, “why they 
should be still kept at the cost of the nation.” So he 
asked his master of the horse to enter into correspon- 
dence with the directors of the royal theaters of Berlin, 
Wiesbaden, Cassel, and elsewhere, to see W@ some of 
these venerable steeds could not be used for the purpose 
of more decoratively staging plays in which horses ap- 
pear. The managers of the various theaters were de- 
lighted, and in this way about fifty steeds were disposed 
of. The great attraction in Emperor William’s stable, 
at least for ‘the general public, is the gorgeous corona- 
tion coach, which cost £3000.

Among the various breeds 
adapted to this purpose none lends itself so readily as 
the Cornish Indian Game, which in England is used exe 
tensively as a cross with the old English Dorking, the 
former being rich in white or breast meat, and the lat- 
ter of the dark, with a strong gamey flavor. Our Eng- 
lish friends claim that the cross produces a better fla- 
vored carcass than either of the parents alone. _ 

The Dorking being sparsely bred in this country, 
breeders have been doing some experimental work with 
other breeds. In this connection W. A. Streeter of this 
city writes that he has ¢rossed the Indian Game with 
| the Barred Plymouth Rock, the Buff Orpington and the 
Rhode Island Red with good results in each case, the 
chicks proving vigorous, of strong constitutional quali- 
ties, rapid growers and meat of good flavor. Touching 
the care of his birds, he writes as follows: “I have 
.good sanitary poultry-houses, well built, whitewashed 
inside and out. I go over the perches with distillate and 
carbolic acid every ten days, and dust my birds with 
insect powder every two weeks. The doors to the 
houses are never closed, thus affording a free circula- 
tion of pure air, at the same time the birds are so placed 
as to be out of draughts. The yards I keep well spaded, 
thus affording scratching facilities and the dust bath, 
both of which are essential to good health in fowl. No 
ailing birds have been on my place this season, which 
leads me to believe my system is agreeable and conducive 
to good results.” 


Lice Killers. | 


Nearly all breeders apply liquid lice killers to the 
perches and interior of the houses by swabbing or a 
small spray pump. Both methods are good, but by 
either process there is more or less waste caused chiefly 
by evaporation. A simple way to overcome this is to

Many of them have been pro- 
nounced successful, but practically all have shown a 
weakness of some kind. One of the greatest difficulties 
has been found in the different forms of udders. Our

HE discovery of a heavy infestation of Florida white 
i, fly among the citrus trees of Marysville reminds us 
of the manner in which the Gypsy Moth became estab- 
ished in Massachusetts forty years ago. In either case 
if proper inspection of the trees had been made at the 
close intervals these awful visitants might have been ex- 
terminated The Gypsy Moth was introduced by Prof. 
Trouvelet of Harvard University, who was experiment- 
ing with cross-breeding of wild silkworms. An egg 

uster blew out of his window in Malden, and he was 
unable to recover it. Twenty years later the species 
had increased to such an extent that the State undertook 
an investigation with the hope of exterminating the 
moth. That these efforts have not been successful is 


indicated by the general devastation witnessed each.

What Not to Eat. 
TT the end of last month the Sunset Club of Los 


Angeles had its annual midsummer jinks at Al- 
pine Tavern, a mile above the sea. The editor of 


this department had been requested by the programme 


committee to make a five-minute talk on the “Care of 
the Body.” After explaining that to cover such an im- 
portant subject in five, or even ten minutes, was an im- 


possibility, he made a brief talk on that branch of the 


subject relating to what to eat—or perhaps, it would be 
more correct to say what not to eat. Following is an 
elaboration of what he said—or, rather, an outline of 
what he would have said, had more time been allowed: 


“I presume that none of you, who have read and not 
forgotten ‘The Jungle,’ will indulge in packing-house 
products, At least, not in the flesh of swine, a naturally 
unclean animal, whom nature has provided with an ex- 
tra depurating organ, in the foreleg. Besides that, we 
read that about 85 per cent. of the hogs received in Chi- 
cago are more or less diseased. Yet, some people re- 


mersed in liquid urine since the animal was born. 
There is no accounting for taste. A Chicago meat in- 
spector recently declared that cattle afflicted with ‘lumpy 
jaw’ are all right, if the affected portion is cut out. Per- 
haps. For my part I would ‘pass.’ Even when animals 
are not affected with disease, their flesh contains much 
uric acid, and any one who eats of it largely and long 


will inevitably become rheumatic and liable to other

Yet, that is exactly what people do, when 
they keep shoving food fuel into their systems in hot 
weather. The chief object of food is to keep up the tem- 
perature of the body. Now, 98 degrees is blood heat. 
Therefore, when the thermometer is up as high as that, 
the body is losing no heat and little when the tempera- 
ture is anywhere near that. Your diet should be se- 
lected in accordance with these conditions. Avoid all

sip slowly, just enough to satisfy a normal thirst. If . 
you are otherwise living correctly, as above suggested, | 


you will not develop a great craving for drink, which 
comes mainly from consuming heating foods, salt and 
condiments. Those who don’t use the poisonous chlo- 


ride of sodium—table salt—have a great advantage over | 


others, during these hot spells, 
To the above it may be added that you should take a 


sponge or shower bath of cool water on arising, or, if | 


you are not accustomed to that, simply sponge off the 
body, doing the same before retiring. Also, keep the 


bowels open, by exercise and diet. or, @ necessary, by an | 


enema. Keep your mind, as well as your body, cool, by 
avoiding worry and anger, and you will find that you 


can pass comfortably through a summer, even in the | 
desert sections of Arizona or Southern Nevada, where’ 


the thermometer ranges over. the 100 mark most of the 
time, in the middle of the day, during the hottest 
months.
